Claims 1 to 16 

Documents 1 to 5 do not disclose the "video image 
display system for displaying video images in the space 
where a seat has been disposed, said system comprising a 
video image display device that is embedded within the 
seat and is configured so as to enlarge the video image 
that is displayed on the interior thereof and then 
project the enlarged video image from the one surface 
that is exposed from the back surface of the seat in 
order to form a virtual image within the field of view of 
the user...wherein said video image display device 
comprises an enlarging optical system and a case that 
houses the enlarging optical system, and the video image 
that has been enlarged by means of the enlarging optical 
system is projected from an opening that has been formed 
in the case in order to form the virtual image." 
Furthermore, the video image display system in question 
is not obvious. 
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
